This  is  not  intended  to  supplant  the 
Haganah  allocations  for  the  United  Jew¬ 
ish  Appeal  Fund,  but  since  these  alloca¬ 
tions  cannot  be  made  for  a  few  months 
and  the  needs  are  current,  the  campaign 
will  start  now.”

tiring  as  President  and  Vice-President, 
respectively. 

Mr.  Friedman,  who  completes  thirty 
years  as  our  esteemed  President,  whose 
dedication  to  Judaism  as  a  whole  and 
to  our  Synagogue  in  particular  has  set 
an  outstanding  example  to  be  followed, 
will  continue  as  our  Honorary  President. 
His  role  in  the  career  of  the  Park  Avenue 
Synagogue  cannot  be  overestimated  for, 
at  all  times,  since  its  creation,  he  has 
been  its  guiding  spirit  and  motivating 
force.  In  its  years  of  distress,  he  was, 
above  all  others,  responsible  for  its  sur¬ 
vival  and  regeneration.  We  are  proud 
to  have  had  him  as  our  leader  these 
past  three  decades. 

Likewise,  Mr.  Weill,  who  has  been 
Vice-President  of  the  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue  since  it  was  formed  when  Agudath 
Jeshorim  joined  with  the  Atereth  Israel 
Congregation  of  which  he  was  the  Presi¬ 
dent  thirty  years  ago,  will  continue  as 
our  Honorary  Vice-President.  We  know 
it  is  with  regret  that  Mr.  Weill  steps 
from  his  active  role  because  of  his  ad¬ 
vanced  years,  and  we  hope  he  will  con¬ 
tinue  in  his  new  capacity  for  many  more 
years  to  come. 

A  change  is  also  occurring  in  the 
Chairmanship  and  Vice-Chairmanship 
of  our  Board  of  Trustees.  Hon.  Bernard 
Botein  is  retiring  as  Chairman  after  a 
five  year  term  in  office  during  which  the 
mortgage  indebtedness  of  the  congrega¬ 
tion  has  been  all  but  completely  liqui¬ 
dated,  a  sizable  fund  for  a  new  School 
Building  accumulated,  the  membership 
roster  doubled  and  the  program  expand¬ 
ed  mightily.

He  continues  to  be  chief  of  the  Neuro- 
Psychiatric  Division  of  Beth  Israel  Hos¬ 
pital  and  neuropsychiatrist  to  the  Psy¬ 
chiatric  Division  of  Bellevue  Hospital  as 
well  as  his  private  consulting  practice 
and  some  postgraduate  teaching  at  the 
college.

Rabbi  Akzin  Initiates 

Second  Adult  Series 

In  a  further  attempt  to  draw  new¬ 
comers  into  the  orbit  of  Congregational 
life,  all  new  members  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tion  have  received  an  invitation  to  attend, 
free  of  charge,  the  first  lecture  of  the 
second  Adult  Education  Committee  ser¬ 
ies  entitled  “Pattern  of  the  New  Judea,’ 
scheduled  to  get  underway  Monday  even¬ 
ing,  January  12,  1948,  at  8:30  p.m.,  in 
the  Vestry.  The  Committee  is  confident 
that  many  will  respond  to  the  invitation, 
and  the  number  of  active  participants  in 
the  adult  education  program  will  be  in¬ 
creased. 

The  series  is  set  for  Monday  evenings: 
January  12:  “Government  and  Law”; 
January  19:  “The  Economic  Structure”; 
January  26:  “The  Religious  and  Cultural 
Pattern”;  and  February  2:  “The  Arab 
Minority”. 

The  first  speaker  of  the  series  will  be 
Dr.  Benjamin  Akzin,  political  specialist 
for  the  American  Zionist  Emergency 
Council,  and  formerly  a  member  of  the 
President’s  War  Refugee  Board.  Dr. 
Akzin  brings  to  the  lecture  on  proposed 
governmental  and  legal  structure  of  the 
new  Jewish  State,  a  wealth  of  informa¬ 
tion  gained  from  study  and  work  in 
governmental  bodies  and  with  Jewish 
Agencies  both  in  Europe  and  in  this 
country. 

The  series  itself,  “Pattern  of  the  New 
Judea”,  is  designed  to  meet  many  ques¬ 
tions  which  members  of  the  Congrega¬ 
tion  must  have  about  the  establishment 
of  a  government  in  Eretz  Yisrael.  The 
mainfold  problems  of  legislative  and  ad¬ 
ministrative  structure,  of  finance  and 
economy,  as  well  as  those  of  religion  and 
culture,  and  political  relationships,  both 
within  the  New  State  and  in  its  foreign 
relations — all  these  will  be  briefed  by  ex¬ 
perts  at  the  three  lectures  following  that 
by  Dr.  Akzin.  The  names  of  future  speak¬ 
ers  will  appear  in  the  next  issue  of 
The  Bulletin. 

In  a  report  to  Harold  H.  Levin,  Chair¬ 
man  of  the  Adult  Education  Committee, 
Mrs.  Milton  N.  Grass  stated  that  its  pro¬ 
gram  innovation  for  the  year  1947-1948, 
The  Home  Study  Groups,  of  which  she 
is  chairman,  has  been  a  resounding  suc¬ 
cess.
